A lisndioniQ profit, but yon see 
the castoinur pays t'-' cents fur my cx- 
pericuco n« nn npothecarv, Tlicra nrc 
others In dlffurent profe«*Ton* who du 
as I do In this respect. For lastanca n 
physician will look st your tonjrue: or 
fool your pulse nod dinnatict a feo of 
from 1 1 to */j, according to your puno 
and his reputation, If ho Is n fashion- 
uttlo doctor yuu may think yourself 
fortunate If you escape without doing 
charged IA. It's the same with all 
others. Let us tako n lawyer, for In- 
stance. When you visit lil.i office ami 
obtain advice about any mnlter, erco 
If very simple, ami occupy lili time for 
about ten minutes, ho wnnU you to 
pay n nice little sum. Now, I have 
perform cd as much real service as a 
doctor or a lawyer, and nil the com- 
pensation I ask Is tho small pittance 
of CO cents." 

"Does It <rost much to start In tho 
drug business P" 

"It was eiwlcr twonly ' years ago to 
flt upa store lor $3,000 than it Is now 
for f5, 000, and for this reason: Twenty 
years ago people didn't think so much 
about money as thoy do now. Money 
was easily obtained ntul as easily 
spunt. Tako the cost of titling up a 
storo now. I have one thing in this 
placo which will cost bottveon f 1,800 
and $^,000, and it Is not auythln£ con- 
nected with drugs, but stlulnillspon- 
sable In a wclbkout drug itorc, and 
that Is a sodn-iVHtcf fountain with its 
appurtenances. Now hero is another 
thing: There was an article brought 
out not long ago. In fact f never heard 
of It until three months ago, which 
cost mu 12,25 fur ten grains. If I put 
that up Iu six powders I sell nit of 
ihoin fur GO cents. So you ieo I lnia 
on that part of tho transaction. To 
come to tho noxt point, of course, If 1 
put them up In bottles I mako up tho 
loss on the puwderv. If all drug* 
woro that way you would not 11 ud 
many In the buaine&i unless thoy were 
philanthropists." 

"Is It necessary to have a diploma 
to bo s druggist? 1 ' 

"Yes, it Is now; but some time ago 
nny body could open a drug storu so 
long oa ho had the money. Did yon 
eler know that wo had to pay license 
to keep a drug storo In former years? 
Wo had to pay (10 a year, lint we do 
not have to pay It now. Here Is a 
simple thing; Take the colored lights 
which you see In every drug storo 
window. There Is no ]aw or rule 
governing It, and yet It is a uulvoml 
practice The tradition attached to it 
is this: Years ago, when a barber 
opened a shop, ho put out a striped 
polo of red and white, a distinct sign 
from all others, the red and white slg< 
iilfylng that blood was draws and it 
bandage put on. So. when tho drug- 
gist started he put colored lights Iu the 
window to signify something of the 
■amo sort- I nave been In busfuos* for 
orer twonty-llvo year* light- (core Iu 
one spot, and 1 nm satis tied to remain 
hero in tbu same spot until I die, fur 1 
shall never go out of the business." 

"Is there much call fur patent mcdl- 
clttesF" 

"Yes and no. l'ntunt medicines 
come nnd go just the same as stylus. 
They are some times Injurious to the 
extreme, I would not use them foi 
tuysulf. It Is uot always the besl 
medicine that has the largest sale. Ai 
ono ttrnc, quite a while ago, it pre it ara* 
tion was put on thonmrkul which doad- 
onod pain. It was advertised far und 
wide, and the projector of it i anile a 
Xuriuno Jn a vory* short lime. Tills 
pnlu atiulhllator was known and used 
in almost every family. It was very 
hurtful, for It had a tendency to pro- 
duce paralysis. It rose and full, it 
came m ami went ontngntu. Now no- 
body ever thinks of using It. fu fact. 
It Is not even manufactured. A per- 
son might better bo without medicine 
nt nil than to partake ut | intern 
medicines. Medicine, as a matter of 
course, Is a necessity. When people 
lire prudent and overstep tho bounds 
of nature they aro sure to bo punished 
fur so doing, and therefore it became 
a necessity to have such as doctors, 
drugglstn'and medicine. .Ono cannot 
exist without the help of tho other. 
No one of them can net Independently 
of the other, consequently all must 
co ni blue to be of nny use whatever.

Tho Hist record wo have or Chnrles 
Freeman tho subject of this tkotch, Is 
thnt ho appeared among other labor- 
era on n western canal about the y«ar 
1810, where Ids extraordinary strength 
nml stature attracted much intention. 
Freeman Is said to hnvo beau at that 
limn eight feet tall nml to hnvo 
in ensured throe feet across the should- 
ers. Ills arms whero limy sprang front 
his chest wet'O as large as a muillum- 
si^ed man's body, and they tapered 
down to tt hand not leu than three 
Inches In thickness, while tho lists 
could only bo compared tn a sledge- 
hammer ill situ nnu strength. 

Ilia ago wits then 17 yours, and be 
wns still growing lii bulk. Uo received 
tho wages of nu ordinary workman, 
but hu enormous strength nmdo him n 
most destructive one. Such a Titan 
should hnvu had giant tools mndo on 
purpose for him, for when ho seized nn 
ordinary shovel it went through Ihu 
clay like n breaking- up plow, nml tho 
handle soon came oil If tho hlnde bold. 
An ordinary nx wns but a font her in tils 
hand; It stiuk to tho eye In tho wood and 
Ihu helve splintered. ; He seemed qulto 
Incnpubla of measuring the force ho 
laid out, like ordinary men. 

When ho stood among a gang of 
laborers tlio coutrast made them look 
like children. Tho strolling Indians 
would stare at him lu amazement u lew 
momenta, and then with a deep "Ugh" 
would hasten out of sight as rapidly u 
their dignity would pcriulL 

lie wna put to do the work of two 
pairs of oxon; to remove tho trunks of 
trees, cut lu length* of ten or twelve 
feet, out of (ha way of tlio digger*. 
Uo did not drag It aside as oxuu would 
have done, but, putting his right baud 
under tho eud of the log, raUIng it 
from tho ground, thou balancing It 
across tils left forearm, bo abut it far 
out to one sklo with alt ihu ciue that a 
skilled workman piles unlit cord wood.

Freeman's next appearance, was on 
the boats that plied along tlio Huron 
River, in Michigan, utii-tu ho was at 
once euglnn nudWklu to humllahenvy 
IreigtiL What others could not above 
or roll ho would pink up and carry, or 
perhaps toss. Whet) the heavily- 
Itulghtcd boat stuck ou the ripples he 
often stepped out of tho stern nnd 
pushed It over. Tho crow would have 
scarcely been surprised It ho had taken 
both boat nml enrgu under his arm and 
marched ncruss by laud when they 
came to long bonds In tho river. 

It was not long after this limn that 
soma sporting men unfortunately 
heard of this unccluhmtod giant and 
co n eluded there was "money In him.' 1 
Freeman wns as simulo as n child, lie 
lacked nmbitlon, hail no dexlro to ex- 
hibit or pn.-di himself, and possessed a 
most atnlnhlo disposition. Any one 
could lead him, and ho never appeared 
to realize that he was in nny way re- 
markable. 

This Innocence was taken ndvantago 
of by these sharpers, who determined 
to turn his prodigious powers to their 
persona) nifvuutage. Accordingly ho 
was persuaded to accompany thorn to 
the Lnsleru Stales under promise nf 
far linn o proiltablo omploymeut- 
ii Is not strange thnt lu such com- 

finny tho good natured giant soon fell 
m< i bad habits. Unfortunately giants 
aro only men, and the gamblura who 
captured poor Fruouiau inado sport of 
him as the Philhulnes mndo sport of 
the helpless Samson. 

It is relntud that at Buffalo thoraent 
hi in Into a duck saloon with n 'l.GOO- 
pound anchor under his arm, much as 
a chopper carries Ills ux, lu pawn It for 
drinks, he got the thjuor, and tho bar- 
keeper was glnd to it eat him for carry- 
ing tho anchor out again.

The boiler It then Ullod with cold 
water aud tbo eoutonu boiled for ser- 
oral hours; tboy are tlton romovod 
from (ho tiro and tbo Itlou allowed to 
cool slowly 111 tho bollor when it will 
bo found to bo Lrreatly toughened. 

Cut glass, tbo crevices of which 
roiulily secrete dust, need* to bo wash- 
ed with hot suds aud tbo cultluira 
aorubbed with a moderately itlH brush. 
Thon rluso lu warm water nnd wipe 
dry with tlssuo' paper. Whuro aper- 
tures aro desired as to hang a goblet 
bawl tho item of which bat boon 
brokotii In order to hold dowers or «■ a 
receptacle for burnt matches, llioy can 
easily bo mmlo without the trouble of 
drilling.
